PROGRAMMING 


The original concept of this organization was to present programming pur- 
chased from independent producers. We find this to be impossible, as there 
is a fantastic lack of quality material available. We have decided to pro- 
duce a great deal of programming in our New Orleans studios and will call 
upon our affiliates for any material they feel we might use. We are still 
unable to compile a list of programs, as.we must set-up a production budget 
which depends on the number of station affiliates. 
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The PAT BOONE SHOW is now available on a syndicated basis of one hour- 
per-day. This is a tape presentation of popular music with PAT BOONE as 
D.J. This should be easy to sell to a local sponsor, as Pat will do the 
local spots and promo's for them.

QUESTIONS AND “ANSWERS 


These are questions that have been put to us which we feel will be of interest 
to everyone. 


Q - Why are you locating in New Orleans? 


A - This must be answered numerically: (1) The network can operate more 
economically in this area and thus we are able to pay our affiliates more and 
give the advertiser more for his dollar. (2) CRN needs a great deal of office 
and studio space, and rent is about one-quarter of Northern cities. (3) There 
is a wealth of talent in this area for us to draw upon. (4) Our ATGT line 
charges will be the same from wherever we originate. (5) The fact that the 
national advertising agencies are in New York is irrelevant, as our sales 

are handled by a representative in that city. 


Q - AT&T line charges are extremely high; how can you afford to absorb this 
expense? 


A - It is true that line charges are high. For example, a line from New Orleans 
to Troy, N.Y., costs $9,800.00 per month. But this same line will be used 

to connect 60 to 100 affiliates. We don't rum a separate line to each station, 
rather they are connected together by a continuous line:
